The benefit, at Rosemary’s, was the first of its kind in 
that city,and we are sending out the challenge to each of the 
other regions to match what they raised. 

We discussed and passed a motion on straight press participation 
at PRIDE ‘79, It was agreed that nonLesbian/Gay media represent- 
atives could cover the conference as long as they abided by the 
rules set forth at the March meeting. No cameras or any type of 
photography will be allowed on the conference site. Reporters 
may not use people’s names withour their permission. Audio re- 
cordings of workshops or meetings may be made only if all par- 
ticipants agree. Jobs and families need to be protected, so we are 
promising full anonymity to all who attend PRIDE ‘79.

AT OUR LAST MEETING 


As we enter our second year, the Network finds itself active in 
many areas and in need of lots more people to help make these 
programs successful. The meeting of June 16th covered many im- 
portant items. 

Governor Thornburgh’s Gay Pride Week proclamation is still 
receiving much negative criticism. If you have not yet written in 
support, or know of friends who have procrastinated on this mat- 
ter, it is still very important that the governor hear positive com- 
ments about his actions on behalf of the state Lesbian/Gay com- 
munity.

The membership adopted the statement of purpose which the 

- executive committee had passed in May. This statement reinforces 
our committments to non-violent political action, state-wide social 
service programs, lobbying, improvement of communications, and 
aiding areas of the state where no organizations presently exist. 
Also, it was generally agreed that we codify the rules for conduct- 
ing meetings and other business of the Netwrok in order to avoid 
future questions about Network procedure. 

In addition to our committment to dealing with the problems 
of alcoholism in our community, the Network has agreed, in prin- 
ciple, to work on two other long range projects. A local group of 
attorneys has been meeting to consider tactics and proposals for 
sodomy law reform and repeal. The membership voted to offer 
our participation in some of these actions. As most of you know, 


o this is the International Year of the Child, and the International 


Women’s Year was in 1977. A movement is underway to have 
either 1980 or 1981 designated the International Year of the 
Older Person. Since we certainly should not be left out, the Net- 
work has unanimously called for 1985 to be the International 
Lesbian/Gay Year. 

Pride week 1979 has come and gone, and now is the time to 
make plans for next year. The Network is asking groups all over 
the state to work with us in organizing a Pennsylvania Lesbian/ 
Gay Pride Celebration. Each area of the state would have its own 
local activities, and the celebration would culminate with a mass 
parade/rally/block party in Harrrisburg, next spring.
